Mr. Liddle said, "his confidence 
in the boy s and girls in their will­ 
ingness to face life and recognize 
the truth when they see It Is as­ 
sured. 
The monkey acts because 
of a tendency to Imitate and ac­ 
cording to the natural Instincts of 
nature while the man and woman 
are endowed with conscience and 
facilities for reasoning giving hu­ 
mans a superiority over other forms 
of life/' 
A

illustrations
